“The Chancellor, in’ the name of ‘the

-tory-of.any_.modern —Parliainen 
supptession’ of Dr. Karl Liebknecht 
member for Potsdam, during the debate 
on military affairs on January 17th 
of this year. That event will be of 
historic importance in establishing how 
public opinion in Germany. during the 
war has been ruthlessly trampled under 
foot. I hope Englishmen also will 
revlize, after reading my narrative of it, 
how utterly unreliable aro the reports 
in the.German Press of Reichstag pro- 
ceedings. : 


The Reichstag has pract‘cally nothing 
to do with the conduct of the war. 

Up, practically, tothe beginning of 
this year the sporadic Social Democratic 
opposition to the war, mainly by Dr. 

- Liebknecht, was ignored by the Govern- 
ment, The war-machine was running so 
smoothly, ond, . from the German 
standpoint, so victeriously, that the 
Government thought it could safely let 
Liebknecat rant to his heart's content. ¢ 

Dr. Liebknecht had long been a thorn 
‘in. the War Party’s side. He inherited 
an animosity to Prussian militarism 
irom his. late father, Dr. Wilhelm 
LieLknecht, who with August Bebel 
founded the modern German Social De- 
mocratic Party... Four or five years he- 
fore the war Liebknecht, a lawyer by 
profession, campaigned so fiercely against 
inilitarism that be was sentenced to 18 


months’ fortress imprisonment for “sedi- | 


‘tion. He served his-sentence, and soon’ 
afterwards hig politica! friends nominat- 
ed him for the Reichstag for the Royal 
Division of Potedam, of all places in the 
world, knowing that such a candidature 

‘would be a#@ ironical a blow as could be 
dealt to the war aristocrats. Ho was 
elected by a big majority in 1932, the 

. votes of the large working-class popula. 
tion. of the division, including Spandau 
(the Prussian Woolwich) being more than 
enough to offset the military vote which

V do not know whe- 
ther Licbkaccht wag present, though ho 
is almost certain to h Ikien, but if 
so-he made no noteworthy protest, How 
completely the Government befooled the 
Socialists about the war was proved a 
few days later when Dr. Frank, one. of 
the Social Democracy's most shining 
lights and tho man who was in line to 
he ‘-Bebel's. successor, volunteered for 
military service, He was.one of the first 
to Fall fighting in September, somewhere 
in the West. 


The Government might have known 
that Liebknecht was a hard man to keep 
quiet if he ever decided to speak out. 
Fresh in the Govornment’s mind was his 
bold exposure of tho Krupp bribery 
seandals at ‘the Way Office (in 1913) and 
‘his disclosures. about how the German 
mypnition trust for: years systematically 
stirred up war. fever abroad, in order 
to convince the German people of! the 
necessity of speeding -up- their own 
armaments oh land apd sea. As soon as 
Licbknecht’s Reichstag and Prussian Diet 
specches began to show that ho ‘wag tired 
of the muzzle, the Government. called 
him up for military service. - They 
stuck him. into. the uniform of on 
Armicrnngisoldat. (Army Service Corps 
soldier). This meant that his public 
speeches in connection with the war had 
te bo confined.te the two Parliaments in 
which he -held -seats. Anything of -an: 
upposition character. which he..said or 
did outside would bo “ treason’’. or 
“redition.< 

Licbkuecht was put to work on A.S.C. 
jobs. behind the fronts alternately in the 
East and West; I believe, but wae given 
leayes’of absence to attend’ té his Parlia- 
mentary. duties, from time to tiine. On 
these occasions he would ‘appear in the 
Reichstag’ in tho dul] field-grey of, an 
ordinary private—the~ only member so 
elad in. a House of 397 Doputies among 
whom are -dozensof offers in uniform 
up to the rank of general. 


IN THE DEBATING CHAMBER. 


I was particularly ¢ortunate to be able 
to secure a card of admission on January 
Lith, the day set for discussion of mili- 
tury matters, I went to my place early 
--a few minutes paat the noon hour, .as 
the Reichstag usually convenes at. 1 
p.m. Tho floor was still quite empty, 
thouga the galleries were filled witb 
people anxious, like myself, to seo the 
show from start, to finish. I had. time 
to survey the ginger-bread interior of 
the chamber, I am familiar with both 
the _ House - of © Representatives. in 
Washington and your own House of 
Commons. What struck me first of all, 
thercfore, -was that the American and 
British Chambers aro *mmensely more 
-imposing-and—dignified -than-the abode 
ofthe German Debating Society. The 
Reichstay’s decorative scheme ‘is panelled, 
ouk, and gilt-paint. The members’ seat- 
ing space spreads fanlike round the floor, 
with individual seats and. desks exactly 
like those used by schoolboys, which is 
not an inappropriate simile. On the 
extreme right are the places of the Con- 
servative-Junker—landowners—party; to 
taeir left sit, in succession, the Roman 
Catholic Clericala’{who oveupy the exact 
centre of the floor and are thus known 
ag the Zentrum, or Centre Party). The 
“Centre ’’ includes many priests, mostly 
Rhinclanders and Bavariana, Then'come 
the National Liberals, the violently auti- 
British and anti-American Party, the 
Progressive People’s Party, and. the 
Social Democrats. The latter aro on the 
“extreme left.” That is why they are 
often ao deseribed in reports of Reichstag 
proceedings abroad. The Socialists com- 
prise 111, out of 397 memberg of the 
House, so their cegment of the fan is 
the largest of all. Next in size is the 
Contre "Party, with 85 or 90 ‘scat/, the 
Conservatives, National Liberals, and 
Progressives. accounting for the rest of 
the floor in more or less equal —propor- 
tions. - 

The outstanding aspect of the Reich- 
stag is the tribune for speakers, which 
faces the floor and elevated above it some 
five or six fect. It, is flanked on the 
right by the Government “table,” con- 
sisting of.individual ecats and desks for 
Ministers. In the centre of the tribune 
the presiding officer, who is “ President,” 
not Speaker, of the House, sits. Qn his 
left is a row of seats and desks, like the 
opposite Government “‘ table,” for the 
members af the Federal Council. The 
Federal Council, I may remind -my 
yeaders, consists of the delegates of the 
various States of Germany. They are 
not elected by the people, but are sp- 
pointed by. the -rulers of the. sever 
States. They constitute ‘practically an: 
Imperial Upper Chamber, and ate 
real legislative body of the Empire.

He said it was not 
the business of the schools to turn child- 
ren inte machines for ‘the Mvloeh. of 
militarism. : 

“Let us teach history correctly,’ de- 
clared Liehknecht, ‘‘and tel] the child- 
ren that the crime of Sarajevo was looked 
upon by wide cireles in Austria-Hungary 
and Germany as°a gift from.

This narrative should be instructive to 
those Britishers and Americans who 
think it possible taat German’ Socialists 
may une day have the power to end the 
war. ‘There are two effective ‘replies to 
this curious . Anglo-Saxun misunder- 
standing of Germany. ‘The first is that 
Liebknecht had not, and hag not,. the 
support of his own party; tie second, 
that were that party twice ag Duwerous 
as it is its votes would be worthless in 
view -of the power wielded by... the 
Kaiser’s tool, von Bethmann Hollweg, 
backed up by the Federal Council. ;
